We are apt to think that our 
desire is a pure one, one that seeks 
only to be of help. We see another 
In difficulty and tell ourselves that 
we would like to help them out and 
so go a head, either giving advice, or 
worse still, talking about the matter 
tO Other people, or attempting to 
straighten out the trouble with a 
third person without even asking 
the one who is chiefly concerned 
for permission to do so.

If one has a sincere desire to be 
of help to others the opportunity 
will come without having to look 
for it. Advice will lie sought after, 
aid will be asked. Then and thou 
alone has one the right to step for- 
ward and try to do their best to be 
of real service. Anything else is 
simply unwarranted intrusion in 
another's life, and the desire to do 
this should be destroyed the second 
it makes itself apparent and uot be 
given a chance to live and grow.

To aid the Archbishop Ryan 
Memorial Institute for the Educa- 
tion of the Deaf, it was decided at 
last night's meeting of the Phila- 
delphia Chapter Knights of Colum- 
bus to donate to the cause the en- 
tire proceeds from the annual re- 
ception aud reunion which will be 
held in the Academy of Music No- 
vember 25. 

Within the next few days the 
institute, which has just taken pos- 
session of its permanent home at 
No. 1803 Vine street, will be ready 
to enter upon its prescribed work, 
and the property which has been 
undergoing extensive changes, will 
be ready to accommodate the 50 
pupils, which have already made 
application to enter the institution. 

Since the founding of the 
memorial several months ago the 
Institute has had) temporary quar- 
ters at No. 1817 Vine street, 
which was used principally for the 
enrollment of pupils The Sisters 
of St. Joseph are in charge of the 
institution. 

The new property while large im- 
posing, is not at all adapted to the 
needs of a large Institution, because 
of the fewness of its rooms, and as 
the number of scholars increase it 
will bo necessary to build additional 
school rooms In the lot at the rear. 

The premises is one of the old 
historic houses of the neighborhood 
having been occupied for many 
yeats by Seymour Rutin It was 
purchased several years ago by the 
Archbishop of Philadelphia in trust 
for the archdiocese. Archbishop 
Preudergast, at the organization of 
the Ryan Memorial, offered tho use 
of the property for the institute. 

The institute la at present support- 
ed entirely by the archdiocese, and 
all contributions solicited for the 
memorial fund will be devoted to 
the purchase or erection of a large 
building. The maintenance of tire 
institute devolves upon the treasury 
of the archdiocese. Of the propos- 
ed fund of $250,000 more than 
$100,000 has already been pledged, 
and the Holy Name Societies have 
promised to subscribe one dollar 
per man for the next three vears. 

James J. Ryan, president of the 
memorial fund, has scit out ten 
100,000 circulars asking donations 
for the fund and he feels confident 
that within the next six months the 
fund will be completed. — Phihi.

Mr. David Friedman was called 
down to the Judges office, and after 
questioning the man by ringer arrd 
sign talk pronounced the man a 
pure fake, and the Judge was in- 
clined to let the offender off on a 
vagrancy charge. The man claim- 
ed also that he had attended tire 
school here. His case was contin- 
ued till Mouday. The Judge believ- 
ed the fellow was really deaf, so 
skillfully had he played the game, 
aud he could not give him a stiff 
sentence, unless it could be shown 
that the man amid speak. Mean- 
while the C. A. D got busy, the 
telegraph was employer! to ascertain 
if Burke had attended school here. 
Be had not, Mr. Adelson, who had 
ejected him from his factory, was 
brought to the court with other wit- 
nesses Monday morning, when the 
case came up, and as a last resort 
Mrs. Elliott, the prisoner's wife, was 
placed on the witness stand, when 
questioned the latter said : " He is 
not a mute; I am not ill, aud we 
have no children. " She also claim- 
ed that she had tried to persuade 
him to earu a living differently.
